One-fourth cup chopped green 
pepper. 

One-third cup flour. 

Three cans (15 ounces each) 
chili with beans. 

One-half cup shredded Cheddar 
cheese or American cheese. 


Measure cornmeal into a large 
heavy saucepan. Add water and 
salt. Boil until mixture pegins 
to thicken, stirring constantly. 
Add evaporated milk and con- 
tinue stirring over medium heat 
until very thick, about five 
minutes. 

Grease a seven by 11 by one 
and three-fourths inch baking 
pan. Save out three-fourths cup 
cornmeal mush and set aside.

croquettes need no chilling, since 
they hold their shape in the 
oven (either cones or patties), 
and they require littl or no 
watching. Weight-watchers also 
will appreciate the fact that they 
cut down on fat. 


These croquettes call for a 
mixture of delicate tuna packed 
in vegetable oil, grated onion 
and lemon juice. An evaporated 
milk sauce binds the mixture, 
and also forms a base for the 
sauce. Then the croquettes are 
rolled in packaged corn flake 
crumbs and into the oven they 
go. 

For entertaining, the same cro- 
quette mixture can be shaped 
into tiny balls, baked and served 
as a cocktail nibble. 


Tuna Croquettes. 


Two cans (six and one-half or 
seven ounces each) tuna-in- 
vegetable oil. 

Six tablespoons flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 


One-sixteenth teaspoon cayenne. 


One tall can (one and two- 
thirds cups) evaporated milk. 

One tablespoon grated onion. 

Two tablespoons Jemon juice. 

One cup packaged corn flake 
crumbs. 


Drain tuna; measure four 
tablespoons of the oil into sauce- 
pan. Blend in flour, salt and 
cayenne.

No Need for Steel Mill 

We read with interest your com- 
ments on the engineering report 
concerning the market potential for 
a new steel mill located in Missouri. 
Our company buys substantial ton- 
nages of steel both for our fabricat- 
ing plants and a steel warehousing 
business, and we operate plants in 
Illinois, Missouri and Texas which 
are key states in the market area 
that would be open to a Missouri- 
based mill. With headquarters in St. 
Louis, we are naturally interested 
in anything that would benefit the 
economy of the state. 

In this case, however, we ques- 
tion if there is either a demand or 
need for another steel producing fa- 
cility in this area—other than the 
“‘demand”’ generated by a quite un- 
derstandable desire on the part of 
the State of Missouri to attract 
more industry. Our experience in 
buying steel in good times and bad 
indicates that the steelmaking ca- 
pacity available to this Midwest and 
Southwest market area is more than 
sufficient. 


People outside the steel fabricat- 
ing and warehousing business some- 
times forget that there are already, 
in effect, three steel mills in Mis- 
souri. although only the one in Kan- 
sas City is physically inside the 
state. However, the two steel com- 
panies just across the river from 
St. Louis in Madison county might 
as well be inside Missouri from a 
consumer or cost -of- shipments 
standpoint. The only difference it 
would appear to make to anyone is 
that their state taxes are paid in 
Springfield, Ill., rather than in Jef- 
ferson City, Mo. 

Loak in the yellow pages of the 
St. Leuis telephone book and you 
will find district sales office phone 
numbers for the eight largest steel 
producers in the United States as 
well ‘as many smaller companies. 
The same condition prevails in other 
cities in this Midwest and South- 
west market area. The big steel pro- 
ducers either opesate plants in the 
area itself (as, for example, in 
Houston, Birmingham, Ala., Gads- 
d-n, Ala., and Newport, Ky.) or 
plantS near enough to ship here on 
a competitive basis. This is par- 
t'cularly noticeable in the case of 
shinments from the concentration of 
steelmaking capacity in Chicago. 

We have always understood that 
the best way to encourage the in- 
dustrial development of an area is 
to aim at realistic targets, at new 
plants for which there is a demon- 
strable need. Our steel-buying ex- 

erience leads us to conclude that 
the discovery of iron ore in Mis- 
souri does not, in itself, create such 
a need. Certainly it would require 
the strongest economic and market- 
ing incentives to persuade any steel 
company to make the huge capital 
investment required to build an in- 
tecrated steel plant of even modest 
size.

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Policies for Transport 


The report on national transportation 
policy which Secretary of Commerce Hodges 
has been preparing the past three months for 
President Kennedy apparently will look be- 
yond the present crisis to preventive meas- 
ures in freight hauling, with emphasis on 
curbing abuses in unregulated carriage. Com- 
merce Under Secretary for Transportation 
Clarence D. Martin Jr. indicated as much in 
a recent speech at Spokane. Mr. Martin also 
proposed reform of tax and depreciation poli- 
cies, new standards to end damaging rate- 
cutting and termination of free or réduced 
rates for Government shipments. 


These are all reasonable measures, and 
some of them are essential to the restoration 
of our ailing rail, air, truck, barge and ocean- 
going transportation systems. One of the fore- 
most changes called for is legislation and 
Government co-operation which will enable 
the carriers, principally the railroads, to re- 
gain business they have lost to private trans- 
port, and end the gray-area abuses practiced 
by some private haulers. 

Private carriers have taken over a third 
of the ton-miles of inter-city freight from the 
railroads in the past two decades, and with 
farm and bulk commodities added in, half 
the traffic in terms of ton-miles is moving 
unregulated as to rates. 

* 7 * 

If the trend continues private haulers will 
displace common carriers as the base of na- 
tional freight transport by 1975, according 
to a projection made for the Senate Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Committee. Mr. 
Martin declared this would add up to as much 
trouble in the freight business as there is in 
the passenger business today. 

Legitimate private shipping has advanced 
so far that one company alone, Socony Mobil 
Oil, has $300,000,000 invested in rail cars, air- 
planes, pipelines, ships, barges, and tank 
trucks in which it moves all but a small part 
of its products. Before the Second World War 
70 per cent of its lubricating oil, batteries and 
tires moved by rail. Mr. Martin would aid the 
railroads to effect the flexibility and cost re- 
ductions which would help them to regain 
such traffic. 

The gray area is an even more obvious 
candidate for reform measures. Some private 
shippers are evading regulation by a variety 
of ruses. A commodity may be bought, trans- 
ported and sold at the destination for the pur- 
chase price plus transportation charges. Fic- 
titious farm “co-operatives” or shipping asso- 
ciations may be set up as fronts. Trucks and 
drivers may be leased to other shippers. 
Through these and other devices loads are 
obtained for backhauls which would other- 
wise go empty—and any price obtained is so 
much more than nothing, profitable for the 
private shipper but unfair, unregulated com- 
petition for the regulated railroads.

Under Secretary Martin would eliminate 
these abuses by requiring that “private car- 
riers should remain private carriers—and not 
invade the for-hire field.” That sounds fair 
enough—to the private carriers as well as 
the railroads. 

Secretary Hodges’ report, which the Under 
Secretary's remarks evidently foreshadow, 
may or may not be made public as such. It 
is to be used as a basis for a message on 
transportation which President Kennedy 
plans, after an initial delay, to submit to Con- 
gress at its next session. We hope the Presi- 
dent will adopt these sensible, far-sighted 
and rather bold proposals which Mr. Martin 
has unveiled at Spokane. They may not solve 
all our national transportation problems; that, 
in fact, would be too much to expect. But 
they could bring about a marked improve- 
ment, and ease the difficulty of going on 
from there. 


Mr. McNary’s Second Chance 

Supervisor McNary has an opportunity to 
show that he has learned something from the 
refusal of the county’s circuit judges to ap- 
prove his appointment of Joseph A. Shea to be 
a trustee of the Metropolitan Sewer District. 

While the judges made public no official 
reason for their opposition to Mr. Shea, it 
seems obvious they were concerned over po- 
tential conflicts of interest attached to the 
appointment. Mr. Shea heads a wholesale 
plumbing supplies firm. As such he has ex- 
tremely close business relations with the in- 
dustry whose function in part he would have 
been overseeing, and we are glad that the 
judges decided to block the appointment. The 
Sewer Board already has two men from the 
plumbing industry sitting on it; that is plenty, 
if not two too many. 

Why doesn’t Mr. McNary now seek out a 
distinguished layman who would bring to the 
Board a broad outlook and a concern for the 
overriding public interest? There surely is in 
St. Louis county no shortage of men or women 
of intelligence and integrity who could capably 
serve the Sewer District and reflect a measure 
of credit on the appointing authority. 


The Electricians Persist 


The. persistant refusal of the electric ans 
to take No for an answer to their attempts 
to rig the Building Code calls for equal per- 
sistence from Aldermanic President Cer- 
vantes and supporters of the model code. 

Aldermen Harris and Curry -and others 
who are carrying the ball for the electricians, 
the bricklayers and other special interests 
evidently think that if they maintain the pres- 
sure Mr. Cervantes’s allies will melt away. 

Fortunately for the cause of a proper Build- 
ing Code in St. Louis, the Aldermanic Presi- 
dent does -not need too many votes. While 
the Harris-Curry group may well have suffi- 
cient strength to pass a particular crippling 
amendment, its tactical problem is much 
more difficult when it comes to mustering 
the 20 votes necessary to override a veto by 
Meyor Tucker. 

There is no reason for the Harris-Curry 
bloc to get the vote of a single one of the 


. City’s six Negro Aldermen who are Demo- 


crats. The union groups that are out to cut 
up the Building Code in the interest of crea- 
ting meke-work procedures are the very 
unions which have closed their doors to 
Negroes. A recent report by the United States 
Commission on Civil Rights indicated only 
eight Negroes were registered in craft ap- 
prenticeship programs here, seven in the bak- 
ing industry and one in the machinist trade. 

If the Board’s three Republicans also rallied 
behind Mr. Cervantes, the best the Harris- 
Curry group could count on would be 19 
votes, or one short of what is necessary to 
override. And surely Mr. Cervantes could 
count on help from such Democratic new-

comers as John D. Gumersell in the Twenty- 
fifth Ward and Theodore S. Martin in the 
Twenty-seventh and perhaps John A. Sar- 
terius in the Twenty-third and Thomas M, 
O’Shea in the Fifteenth. 

St. Louis is on the verge of a tremendous 
construction boom. This is no time to per- 
mit any spécial interést to throw up impedi- 
ments to it.

Too Many Unemployed 

For eleven months in a row unemployment 
has stood at 6.8 per cent of the labor force, 
some 2 per cent above the tolerable maxi- 
mum, which is a reminder that while employ- 
ment is up there is also an increasing number 
of persons thrown out of work by technologi- 
cal advances. There is no clearly-defined fed- 
eral policy for dealing with the effects of 
automation, and it is about time that one was 
formulated. 

It is becoming evident that retraining pro- 
grams cannot be completely effective. Some 
persons of middle age or older who have 
spent their working lives operating complex 
machines cannot be retrained to do anything 
else that will bring them an adequate income 
and that will allow them to take satisfaction 
in their work. It is too late; younger men and 
women are wanted for the new jobs. 

What is to become of these persons, who 
may be 15 or 20, or even 25 years from re- 
tirement? There are reports the Administra- 
tion is considering a public works program, 
but that would be a stopgap. Automation 
cannot and should not be halted, and yet if 
it is to continue to swell the rolls of the job- 
less, unemployment must be looked upon 
as a major and continuing problem for which 
sociéty must find an answer. 

In addition to humanitarian considerations, 
the problem. has practical political aspects. 
President Kennedy, who has had trouble 
enough getting measures through Congress 
this year, will face more difficulties next year 
persuading Congressmen with substantial un- 
employment in their districts to vote for cer- 
tain types of legislation, particularly those 
involving spending abroad. 

Secretary of Labor Goldberg says the latest 
figures “underscore that we have a stubborn 
and continuing unemployment problem.” 
Perhaps the White House Regional Conference 
to be held in St. Louis this week will: produce 
some worthwhile ideas. The problem cannot 
be solved without imagination, public under- 
standing and determination. 


The Marines’ View 

It is most refreshing that Gen. David M. 
Shoup, the Marine Corps commandant, has 
said publicly that Marine indoctrination 
stresses fighting ability above all and is not 
geared to hating Communists or anybody 
else. The Marines are professional soldiers 
and their main duty is to be ready to fight 
any enemy that the President designates. 
Since they are taught good citizenship and 
have access to all media of public information, 
most of them must appreciate the differences 
between our form of government and that of 
Soviet Russia. That is sufficient. Gen. Shoup, 
holder of the Medal of Honor, gives good 
evidence of being a fighting man who knows 
exactly what his job is and of not intending to 
be diverted from it. 


In the Catbird Seat 


There is an old chargé brought against 
humorists time and again—the accusation 
that they really are misanthropes who laugh 
at other people’s misadventures. Perhaps the 
idea stems from‘the old comic strip which 
always ended with a Bang! Or a Bong! 

The funny men did not create a world of 
pain and sadness. They were born into it. 
They make it more bearable by drying a 
tear with a smile. Consider James Thurber. 
He got a big dose of standard American cul- 
ture. He was born in Columbus, O., a citadel 
of Midwestern mores. He was at Ohio State 
when the football was gilded. He saw his 
countrymen lose their hearts to the automo- 
bile. He was around when they discovered 
the speakeasy and “sophistication.” He. saw 
them meet sex through Freud and Krafft- 
Ebing. And he watched all this being ex- 
ploited by Madison Avenue. He didn’t like 
it, but he never screamed like a Sinclair 
Lewis or an H. L. Mencken. 

He just sat in the catbird seat and began 
his gentle spoofing of our ambitions and our 
compulsions. Some people never appreciated 
his gentle balm, but he never put more bite 
into the medicine. Even his war of the sexes 
never became very bitter. (He would not carry 
on like a Philip Wylie denouncing the Ameri- 
can heresy of Momism.) His sharpest book 
perhaps was his first one—the one he did 
with his friend, E. B. White—“Is Sex Neces- 
sary?” Amidst the posh advertising pages of 
the New Yorker, he preferred his penny 
whistle to the big, angry drums. He played 
the kindlier tune. One hopes that it will be 
heard for a long time since it can purge 
us of our sillier and more dangerous notions. 


Faster Jetliners Delayed 


If the International Air Transport Associa- 
tion’s technical committee is correct in its 
estimate of the air transport situation, the su- 
personic jet airliner will not be introduced as 
early as 1970. That date is the one gener- 
ally mentioned by planners and designers. 

Any delay in developing such a commercial 
jet should be greatly appreciated by nearly 
all airlines. They still are hard hit by the 
task of equipping with the present-day jets, 
some 900 either being in service or on order. 
Most of those in use are flying half empty. 
Yet the United States, Britain, France and 
Soviet Russia all have been doing paper and 
windtunnel work on supérsonic commercial 
jets. As soon as one nation puts them into 
service, the others may have to follow suit or 
see their markets disappear and national 
prestige wane. 


The DC-6s and 7s and their contemporaries 


were good means of transportation—and still 
are—but it is the jet liners, with their 150- 
mile-an-hour faster speed, that relegated 
props to early retirement from the front 
ranks. The story is likely to be repeated when 
the supersonic jet liner arrives, whether its 
speed be 1400 miles an hour or the 2000 that 
most of the visionaries speak about. _ 

It will be convenient to dash from St. Louis 
to Los Angeles on supersonic jet liners in an 
hour and it is to be hoped. that when that day 
comes it will take less than an hour to un- 
load the baggage and transport the passen- 
ger to town. 
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New Judges: The Bar Approves 


Kennedy Appointees Praised, But He Has Yet to Show Bipartisanship 


By Bernard G. Segal 


(Chairman, Standing Committee on 
Federal Judiciary, American Bar Asso- 
ciation; in Journal of the American 
Judicature Society.) 


Within less than six months after as- 
suming office, President Kennedy has 
been charged with the awesome re- 
sponsibility of appointing 106 judges in 
the United States District Courts and 
Courts of Appeals. Seventy-three of 
these judgeships were created by the 
legislation approved on May 19, 1961; 
the rest consist of vacancies created 
by deaths and resignation plus three 
recess appointments. During his first 
year in office, President Kennedy will 
undoubtedly be 
called upon to ap- 
point at least 120 
judges, more than 

of one-third of the to- 
tal numbér on the 
Public Opinion bench when he as- 
sumed the Presi- 
dency. 

No President has been confronted 
with the task of making so many judi- 
cial appointments at one time. In- 
deed, no President has had so many 
appointments in a whole four-year 
term. 


During the six months ending in 
July, the Attorney General has re- 
quested your committeé to investigate 
and rénder informal reports 6n the 
qualifications of 246 persons, and for- 
mal reports on 49, or an aggregate of 
295 reports on judges and lawyers in 
40 states. 


The chairman of your committee has 
presented 176 informal reports to Dep- 
uty Attorney General White, and his 
able assistant, Joseph Dolan. Every 
such report has heen made orally, in 
great detail, and with a lively inter- 
change of opinion. 

You may be interested in the fact 
that the 295 reports requested of your 
committee by the Attorney General in 
the first six montths of the present 
Administration are more than double 
the aggregate number during the en- 
tire four years of the second Eisen- 
hower Administration. 

Under these circumstances, I am ex- 
tremely pleased, six ‘months after a 
new Administration has come to Wash- 
ington, to report that Attorney General 
Kennedy and Deputy Attorney General 
White are continuing, without reserva- 
tion, the procedures under which we 
have been operating for the past few 
years; that in spite of the severe test- 
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—Post-Dispatch, Aug. 8, 1946, 


ing it has had, the systém is operating 
smoothly, and with remarkably few 
errors or dislocations; that the rela- 
tionship between Attorney General 
Kennedy and Deputy Attorney General 
White on the one hand, and your com- 
mittee on the other, has developed into 
a frank, easy, confidential one. Our 
liaison is excellent in every respect. 


I can say, without the slightest res- 
ervation, that in the mutual endeavor 
to assure the appointment of only 
qualified judges and lawyers to the 
bench, Mr. Kennedy and Mr. White 
have afforded to your committee every 
appropriate opportunity for co-opera- 
tion and collaboration. Twenty nomi- 
nations have been sent by the Presi- 
dent to the Senate, including the three 
recess appointments. Twenty more 
are fully processed and these nomina- 
tions should be announced shortly. This 
will be 40 nominations, of which 24 are 
to fill judgeships created by the Omni- 
bus Judgeship Act which did not be- 
come law until May 19. 

But the number of appointments is 
less important than the quality of the 
appointments. Of the 17 original nom- 
inations, other than. recess appoint- 
ments, which have thus far been made, 
12 had previously been reported by 
your committee as well qualified or 
exceptionally well qualified, 5 as quali- 
fied, and none as unqualified. 

Thus two out.of every three appoint- 
ments have been made from the best 
qualified judges and lawyers available; 
and not one had been reported as 


not qualified. That, Mr. Chairman, is — 


a record which this House will surely 
laud.

While we strivé idealistically for this 
result, we have emphasized the desira- 
bility of bipartisanship in appoint- 
ments, as an intermediate step. I 
should make it clear that while we 
continue to urge this result in general, 
this does not affect to the slightest de- 
gree, our investigations and reports 
on the qualifications of the persons 
whose names are sent to us by the At- 
torney General. 

We cannot hope to achieve the full- 
est citizen respect for our courts, as 
long as members of the public have 
their present cynicism concerning ju- 
dicial appointments and politics, so 
long as they continue to regard the 
appointment of a judge as political pa- 
tronage just the same as a local post- 
master. And this will not change so 
long as Presidents continue, as they 
have done in the past, to appoint 90 
to 99 per cent of judges from their 
own party. 

We do not urge, and indeed we would 
deplore, any proposal that a fixed per- 
centage of judges should come from 
any party. But we do insist that any 
policy of appointments based on quali- 
fications will inevitably résult in an 
appreciable number of appointments 
from the opposition party. 

This much is beyond question. If 
President Kennedy doés not break 
new ground at this time, if he does not 
introduce a real and convincing bipar- 
tisanship into appointments now, when 
for the first time in our generation, 
the judgés sitting in the federal courts 
throughout the nation are just about 
evenly divided as to their preappoint- 
ment political party affiliation—one- 
half Democratic, one-half Repwblican, 
now, when he has more judges to ap- 
point at one time than in the whole 
history of the country, then the last 
hope of achieving this goal in our gen- 
eration will have been forfeited. 

Your committee continues to hope 
that now that the first flush of nomi- 
nations is over, the President and the 
Attorney General will direct their at- 
tention to this next major reform in 
judicial selection.

THE TEXAS CONVENTION is 
an ingenious gadget that can be 
used by the partner of a player 
who opens the bidding with one 
Or more notrumps. The chief 
purpose of the convention: is to 
make the strong hand declarer 
in a suit contract. 

It works like this: If the re 
sponder bids four clubs over the 
notrump bid, the opener is re- 
quired to bid four hearts.

He whose latest play, ‘“‘A Shot 
In the Dark,” starring 
Julie Harris, became an 
instant Broadway hit. 

“IT only sleep four or 
five hours and I’m usually 
up before 7. As most of 
my friends don’t show up 
until noon, there is nobody 
around to distract me. I 
have nothing else to do but 
write. 

“By the time the peo- 
ple I know are up and 
about, I’ve got six hours 
of work done. For this rea- 
son work has never inter- 
fered with my social life.’ 

Kurnitz is convinced 


this habit of rising early 
to face his typewriter is 
the chief reason he was 
unable to remain a fail- 
ure. 

“I’ve known many extremely gifted men who became de- 
feated in life simply because they lost the knack of produc- 
tion, of sticking to a disciplined working life.” 

Although Harry is known on two continents as a wit and 
boon companion, no one could accuse him of lack of produc- 
tion. At 53 he has turned out some 40 film scripts, several 
plays and 200 short stories, novelettes and mystery thrillers.

“In one 18-month period,” he remarked, “I wrote a

“I was never able to match Noel Coward. He wrote two 
of his finest plays—‘Blythe Spirit’ and ‘Private Lives’— 
in a total of 10 days.” 

Kurnitz, born in Manhattan and reared in Philadelphia, 
bade goodby to the academic world at 16 after graduating 
from high school. He learned the writing trade as copy boy 
and, later, as a reporter on half a dozen newspapers. 

He knew his share of lean days. 

“For years a lot of my fiction writing was wildly un- 
successful,’’ he recalled. ‘Finally, I got the hang of it. 

“But during the great American boom in the 1920s I 
was sleeping part of the time in the subway. I really didn’t 
know there’d been a boom—until I read about the crash.” 


After reaching the top as a film writer, Kurnitz 
became bored with Hollywood and moved to Europe 
10 years ago. He now lives in Paris. 

“I like to be near casinos,” he explained cheerfully. 
“My favorite hobby, besides golf, is gambling—and I’m 
lousy at both.” 


Kurnitz, a man with wide-ranging interests in modern 
art and literature, likes wine and good company and good 
conversation. 

“I’ve tried to live on the theory that if I got run over 
the next moment I wouldn’t have missed any experience in 
life available to me,” he said. 

“Tl believe in laughter, and I’m a born Pollyanna. 

“I wake up each morning hoping that I’m on the brink 
of doing something great . . . meeting a glorious creature 
who'll adore me for myself alone . . . and finding a fortune 
in the seat of the next taxi I enter.” 

But he realy doesn’t need to find a fortune. He’s already 
found it—in his typewriter.

‘Sell a Million Sam’ Tells How He Did It 


Samuel Gross Was Such a Super Salesman It

SEVEN BUYERS replaced 
“Sell a Million Sam,’ Samuel 
Edward Gross, when he retired 
early this year after 38 years at 
Famous-Barr department stores. 
He had been in charge of pur- 
chasing for the sporting goods, 
radio, record, television, cam- 
era, pet and toy departments. 
In this capacity he had sold well 
over $100,000,000 worth of mer- 
chandise. 

But few of his many acquaint- 
ances realize that Sam’s com- 
mercial career began “at the 
age of minus 2 months.”” He 
was born on the West Side of 
Chicago in 1895, a seven-months 
baby so tiny that his first crib 
Was a small box filled with cot- 
ton batting. In those days, in- 
cubators were a rarity, even for 
the wealthy. Mr. and Mrs. 
Adolph Gross, recently arrived 
from Germany, were very poor 
indeed. Nevertheless, Sam’s 
mother determined he was going 
to live. 

She put the box under her 
arm, extravagantly hired a 
horse and buggy and took the 
feeble infant to Lincoln Park, 
where there was an exhibition of 
some of the first incubators in 
the city. Sam was hired out for 
six weeks as the smallest dem- 
onstration baby in the exhibit. 
Not only did he survive, but his 
mother was paid for his serv- 
ices. 

The Gross mercantile record, 
which began at such a tender 
age, is now the subject of his 
book, ‘‘The Secrets of Sell a 
Million Sam,” just published by 
Fairchild Publications Inc., New 
York, The book reveals Sam as 
a shrewd, extremely hardwork- 
ing, imaginative business man. 
But while it gives its readers a 
blueprint for mercantile acumen, 
it never once supplies the main 
ingredient in his basic recipe for 
success: Sell a Million Sam may 
be the nearest thing to a rein- 
carnation of P. T. Barnum that 
St. Louis will ever see. 

Sam puts it quite simply in the 
first paragraph of his new book. 

“When I walked confidently 
into the big downtown store of 
Famous Barr Co. in St. Louis 
March 23, 1923, I not only car- 
ried with me quite a reputation 
as a sizzling salesman and buyer 
out of Chicago but had added a 
few embellishments of my own.” 

At Famous-Barr, more embel- 
lishments followed thick and fast. 

“IT love people,’”’ said Gross at 
his home at 1 Pricewoods lane, 
University City. ‘‘I love to make 
them smile. If you can make 
them smile, you’ve got them un- 
der your control.” 

Following this theory, early in 
his career he inaugurated an an- 
nual “Christmas Breakfast” at 
Famous-Barr. He paid for this 
celebration himself. At first he 
invited only employes from his 
immediate departments. ‘But 
then,” he wrote, “I began think- 
ing ... ‘Why limit it to my own 
people? Why not let in a few 
more friends? Those who have 
done me favors and might do 
more in the future.’ 

“So I began inviting anyone 
who helped us and might be a 
bigger help later. I started put- 
ting on a show and hired my own 
talent. I dressed up, gagged it 
up, had a lot of fun ... my 
breakfasts were the talk of the 
store.” 

Sam customarily read his 
Christmas speeches from a roll 
of paper, which he unwound as 
he went along. One year he 
dressed up as a baby sucking 
on a milk bottle, squeezed him- 
self into a perambulator and had 
himself wheeled into the break- 
fast wingding by Otto, Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
circus clown. At a crucial mo- 
ment, milk squirted from tubes 
wired to Gross’s ears. When the 
audience’s bedlam had calmed, 
Gross. emerged from the buggy 
to explain that what they, had 
seen was a dramatic presenta- 
tion intended to inspire enthusi- 
asm for the coming year. 

Morton D. May, president of 
the May Department Stores Co., 
wrote of Sam, “‘His achievements 
are legendary and I consider 
him the greatest showman and 
best salesman I have ever known 
in retailing.” 

Sam did not come to his name 
without effort. He realized early 
that he would have to hustle. 

“In school, everywhere, I 
would be the clown, the one to 
get the party going,” he wrote. 
“I would always look for the 
way to make people laugh.” 

There was clowning, but there 
was steady hard work for the 
boy growing up in the grimy,

crowded neighborhood in Chi- 
cago’s West Side. He was in his 
teens before he ever saw Lake 
Michigan. When he was very 
young he started to wait on cus- 
tomers in his father’s custom 
tailor shop, But sometimes he 
would sneak away to play mar- 
bles. At 5 he made up his mind 
to have a bicycle. It took him 
five years of running errands, 
delivering papers and doing odd 
jobs to earn the necessary $12 
for a second-hand model? 

‘“‘ was so proud of it,” he re- 
membered, ‘‘that I kept it in the 
middle of the living room for 
fear someone would steal] it.”’ 

When he was 15, his father 
died and he wads forced to leave 
high school and go to work. His 
first job was scrubbing out five- 
gallon oil cans in the basement 
of Hillman’s Department Store. 


“Scrubbing out cans is lower 
then low,”’ said Sam distasteful- 
ly. “Half the oil got on me—I 
thought maybe I belonged right 
inside an oi! well. I got $15 a 
week for a 10-hour day. I told 
myself ‘This is not for you.’ 


“At that time I met George 
Israel, a buyer for Hillman’s. 
He told me: ‘To be a success, 
you must sell. Without good 
salesmen, there can be no 
business. A salesman who 
makes good money for his 
company is never dropped, 
even in bad times.” 

Sam had found his voca- 
tion. 

“Ah, selling,” he said in the 
tone a gourmet reserves for 
his favorite dish. “Selling was 
my life. If you love it, it’s 
the easiest job in the world.” 


One of Sam’s earliest selling 
ventures was organizing a giant 
oil sale for Hillman’s. He called 
the Havoline Motor Co. and 
asked to speak to the boss. He 
wasn’t there, so Sam, fuming, 
compromised by talking to Miss 
Dorothy Goldberger, the com- 
pany’s helpful girl Friday. 

Reluctantly, Sam explained to 
Miss Goldberger that he wanted 
to buy oil. He also added unchiv- 
alrousiy: ‘‘A woman can’t han- 
die this. This needs action.” 
Nettled, the young lady retorted 
that she could get him the oil 
he wanted. And she did. 


With the oil, Sam staged one 
of his first successsful gala sales 
for Hillman’s. During the course 
of the sale Miss Goldberger 
came into Hillman’s to meet the 
brash young man she had talked 
with on the phone. 

“I don’t know why I came,” 
recalled the former Miss Gold- 
berger, now Mrs. Gross, ‘“‘ex- 
cept that he’d made me so 
mad.” 

Two weeks after they met face 
to face, Sam came calling. “I 
was very dressed up,”’ he recol- 
lected with pride, “gray kid 
gloves and a box of chocolates 
under my arm. But it took me 
two years to marry her.” 

From Hillman’s, Sam moved 
on to Marshall Field’s photo- 
graphic department. In 1917 he 
went to Rothschild’s, where he 
became the buyer for the phono- 
graph and radio department.

“T had developed an extremely 
good record of radio and phono- 
graphic sales at Rothschild’s. I 
was literally tapped for service 
at Famous-Barr,’’ he wrote. ‘“‘In 
March 1923 I was in the midst 
of another of my great crystal 
set promotions. The sets retailed 
at $5.95 and I was retailing them 
500 at a time. When the smoke 
of that sale cleared I checked 
into the Famous-Barr deal and 
went down to St. Louis for an 
interview. They quizzed me 
about radio merchandising and 
asked: ‘What other departments 
did you head besides radio?’ 

“Without hesitation 1 blurted 
out ‘sporting goods’.”’ 

He had not, explained Sam, 
lied to anyone to get the job, he 
had merely had the courage of 
his own convictions. He had 
been made head of the Roth- 
schild sporting goods depart- 
ment the day before he left for 
St. Louis. 

“In my career I don’t know 
what more I could have 
dreamed of,” said Sam. “My 
firm co-operated at all times.” 

This was certainly true, even 


though occasionally the results 


were unexpected. There was a 
catastrophic night. at Famous- 
Barr when a leak appeared in 
the giant tank Sam had ordered 
set up fo, a diving demonstra- 
tion. Thousands of gallons of 
water drenched much of the 
store. 

Then there was the awkward 
moment when the grateful store 
presented Sam with a giant 
birthday cake ornamented with 
a complete model of Famous- 
Barr sculptured in sugar. On the 
cake were a multitude of can- 
dies. ‘‘When I started to blow 
them out,’’ recollected Sam, ‘‘my 
false teeth flew right out of my 
mouth.”’

Sam loved bargain sales. 
One of his proudest boasts was 
selling close to 1000 ice chests 
in January. When a local 
sporting goods company went 
bankrupt, Gross disposed of 
$500,000 worth of its stock in 
two weeks in the Famous-Barr 
sporting goods department. 


He was a great advocate of 
demonstration and was always 
sponsoring a health show, cam- 
era show, pet show or other 
spectacle. One of his fondest 
memories is his promotion of a 
brand of insulated underwear for 
hunters. 

“We dressed a handsome 
young man in the underwear 
and put him for hours between 
two huge cakes of ice. At first 
people didn’t think it was real 
ice. Then lady customers got so 
sorry for him that they kept 
bringing him hot cups of coffee. 

“‘He’d sit there on that. ice for 
hours. Yes, I did have the store 
doctor check him from time to 
time. I didn’t want him to die 
right there on the floor.” 

Sam’s retirement was fore- 
shadowed a few years ago at one 
of his Christmas breakfasts. He 
explained: 

‘‘We had a chimp trained to do 
a Bronx cheer when he saw 
merchandise. I told everybody at 
the breakfast that I was going 
to introduce our new buyer. 
There was a silence, as if every- 
body had dropped dead. Then 
the chimp came trotting down 
the aisle, handed me a going 
away present and a notice that 
he, the chimp, was taking over.” 

For Sam, retirement had its 
drawbacks. “‘All my years at 
Famous-Barr, I couldn’t wait to 
get down in the morning and I 
never wanted to go home at 
night.”’ But his prospects bright- 
ened when he conceived the idea 
for his book. All through his 
career he had made a point of 
helping and training likely young 
people, but he noticed that very 
few other business men took the 
trouble. He said that many well-

tailing field, but nobody taught

Daughter Put Her Mother Out. 


Dear Martha: 

MY DAUGHTER WAS ALWAYS a good girl. She has been 
married 13 years. She was married eight years before she had 
any children. Now she has two lovely ones. When the older 
child was born she needed someone to help and I was more 
than glad to help and still 
would be. They live in the 
county and I moved out 
close by her to give her 
all the assistance I could. 
I worked five days a week 
and took care of the chil- 
dren two nights a week. 
I always had the older 
child from Friday night 
until Sunday night. When 
the second child came I 
toook care of both over 
the weekends. I started 
with the littlest one when 
she was only three weeks 
old. Then my daughter and her husband asked me to break 
up my home and I did. After 13 months of living with them 
they put me out and I haven’t seen my grandchildren now in 
almost a year. When they put me out I didn’t have a dish to 
eat out of. How can I get out of my mind the terrible thing 
they have done to me? DOUBLY HEARTBROKEN, 


Your daughter’s hard-hearted conduct is inexcus- 
able. But when she had her children you were not 
wise enough to stay out of the picture and allow her 
the full responsibility of caring for her own family. 
Yours is an old story. Many parents think that they 
can make themselves indispensable to their married 
children by baby sitting with grandchildren, caring 
for them on weekends and on vacations. Grandpar- 
ents want to feel needed and they go to extremes to 
try to establish this need. Actually, the best service 
parents can render their married children is taking 
care of themselves, being available for baby sitting 
only on reasonable occasions and in emergencies. I 
cannot imagine a daughter putting her mother out 
of her home with not even a dish to eat out of. Some- 
thing must have happened to cause this abrupt end to 
your relationship. Hewever, you were at an age 
where you should have known that it is in only rare 
cases that parents able to take care of themselves can 
establish a satisfactory place for themselves in the 
homes of married children. Ask your daughter to let 
bygones be bygones now and see if she will allow you 
to see your grandchildren occasionally. 


Dear Martha: 

THE ADVICE you gave the wife who had been mar- 
ried 24 years and had thoughts of divorcing her husband 
was positively correct. I know. I’m the fool who gave my 
husband up to a tramp who chased him down and every day 
of my life since my divorce nine years ago I have regretted 
it.

‘Tired F eeling’ Causes 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: It seems as though I’m tired 2! 
the time. Even daily vitamins haven’t helped. What can I 
do? 


MRS. L. E. 

Vitamins aren’t the answer to “that tired feeling” 

except for people whose eating habits are such that 
they just don’t get a balanced diet. 

But there are plenty of other reasons for fatigue, 

and I think the most helpful advice I can offer is 

an outline of how a physician tackles such a com- 

plaint. There’s a good chance that many readers may 

find the answer here. 
There are three main causes of “‘that tired feeling”: 
1—Natural weariness. Fatigure, in itself, isn’t bad. 

It is nature’s signal that we are running the human 

machine harder, faster or longer than it is supposed 

to go. 

2—True physical ailments. 

3—Nervous or emotional causes. Boredom is one 
very real reason for being “tired all the time.” Un- 
relieved nervous tension can leave you feeling worn 
out. And frustration, such as feeling that you can’t 
ever catch up with all things you should do (or think 
you should), is a fairly common one. 

Lots of people who complain of fatigue hope to find the 
answer in a pill, and simply overlook the fact that they are 
trying to do too much. 

The young mother who feeds, bathes, dresses, spanks, 
entertains and comforts three children all day, and keeps 
the house and herself neat and attractive, and stays up until 
11 o’clock every night mending, fussing over the budget, 
writing letters, trying to watch TV while she irons, and 
seeing whether last year’s clothes can be shortened to where 
hems are now—well, she ought to be tired. She may argue 
that “I worked just as hard last year, and I wasn’t always 
tired then,” but this ’t make sense. Young, healthy 
women can get away With such overloading for quite a 
long time. Eventually, however, it catches up. 

The test is quite simple: If, after one or two nights of 
solid, restful sleep, she finds her vigor returning, she has 


* the answer. She’s been doing too much, too long. 


Another classic type of “tired patient” is the oldster who 
won’t admit that being 50, 60 or 70 makes any difference. 
It does. Muscular reserve declines, and sheer stubborn will 
power won't make this up. Short periods of rest scattered 
through the day will do wonders for such people. 


Incidentally, too many oldsters do the opposite: 
They give in to stiff, painful joints. They sit. They 
resign themselves to “being old’’—and condemn them- 
selves to boredom—and the fatigue that is the price 
of boredom. 4 

It is better to force themselves into regular 
tivity (like walking, for the muscles, and reading for 
the mind). Trying to do too much is bad; trying to 
do too little is worse.

WINDSOR, Vt., Nov. 6 (AP). 

NO MATTER WHAT HAP- 
PENS to the cost of living, kids 
in this rural Vermont community 
(population 4000) have a pretty 
good idea where their next pair 
of shoes is coming from. 

And the quicker they wear 
them out, the better chance they 
have of getting a new pair. 

Industry calls it research, but 
Yankee parents, legendary in 
their frugality, call it a godsend. 
Where else in the nation can a 
mother raise cane with junior 
for not scuffing up his shoes the 
way the other kids do? 

This bizarre footnote to Ver- 
mont folklore arises from the 
fact that Windsor is the site of 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Co.’s shoe testing laboratories, 
where extensive research is con- 
aucted on the durability of vari- 
ous shoe products. 

Since science has yet to come 
up with a machine that can 
wear out a pair of shoes faster 
than kids can, much of the re- 
search emanates from the play- 
ground of the State street 
school, the town’s only elemen- 
tary school. 

Each fall anywhere from 50 to 
150 of the school’s 540 pupils are 
given a coupon to obtain a free 
pair of shoes at Martin’s shoe 
store. 

From there the youngsters are 
taken around the corner to Jim’s 
Shoe Repair Shop, where Jim 
Fournier, the town’s only cob- 
bler, replaces the heel and sole 
with whatever material is to be 
tested. Sometimes it’s a new 


experimental product; Sometimes

it’s a competitor’s product. 

Either way, the kids are told 
to go to it. Run, jump, slide, 
scrape, kick, drag, scuff, scuffle, 
bruise, batter. The worse wear 
the shoes receive, the better 
everyone concerned likes it, 
especially the parents who know 
that children who do a particu- 
larly good job of abusing the 
product will be called upon for 
addiitonal tests and another set 
of new shoes. 

Industry calls it the ‘‘walk- 
wear” test, but school principal 
Jim Ryan, knows from 34 years 
of teaching experience that more 
wear than walk is involved. 


From the vantage point of his | 


shop window cobbler Fournier 
keeps track of the test children 
and supervises the various ex- 
periments. 

Ordinarily it takes a child any- 
where from two to four months 
to annihilate a pair of new shoes, 
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Carr's Free Shoes Just to ager Up 


but frequently Fournier calls in 
the shoes half way through the 
test-period and replaces the soles 
and heels on all left shoes with a 
competitor’s product and then a 
month or so later does the same 
with the right shoes to get a 
‘comparison. 

When all the test conditions 
have been met, Jim collects the 
shoes and sends them off to the 
laboratory at the plant, where 
technicians. make a detailed 
analysis of what has happened 
to the materials used. 

Fourth and fifth graders are 
considered the worst for wear 
when it comes to new shoes, but 
recently it was the sixth graders 
who stumped the experts with a 
“left shoe mystery.’’ Month aft- 
er month, every test pair of boys 
shoes came back to the plant 
with the left instep in shreds. 

What defied the scientists 


proved to be all in a day’s work 
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to School Principal Ryan, who 
soon spotted the trouble in a 
new ‘‘chicken” game that in- 
volved riding a bike at top speed 
then coming to a complete and 
sudden stop without benefit of 
brakes by bearing down hard 
with the left shoe against the 
spokes of the wheels.
